Khartum. March 
16.—The Roose- 


velts paid a second visit to Omdurman 
today. The town, which is on the left 
bank of the river Xile. just below the 
junction of the White Nile and i'hi 
Blue Xile. and almost opposite Khar- 
tum, contains much of interest to the 
traveler. 


The start was made after an early 


breakfast. Col. Roosevelt. Mrs. Roose- 
velt. Kermit and Miss Ethel were ac- 
companied by Baron Slatin. inspector 
general of Egypt, and by other ofllcers 
and friends. The party made the trip 
on the sidar's yacht Ellin. One object 
of the excursion was to witness the 
Twelfth Sudanese regiment on parade. 


Visit Places of Interest. 


The Ronsevelts visited the Khalifs' 


house near the center 
of the town. 


Xearby the house is the Mahdi's tomb, 
ami within Ihe enclosure of the house 
is the tomb of Hubert Howard, son of 
the earl of Carlisle, who was killed at 
the battle of Kerreri. while acting as a 
war correspondent. 


Col. Roosevelt 
received 
the more 


prominent of the residents of Omdur- 
man during his visit at the Khalifn 
house today. Following the reception, 
the market place «nd the picturesque 
bazaars were visited and some of the 
houses of sun-tried bricks, as well as 
the mud hui*. 
which 
predominate, 


were examined. 


View Sights from Camels' Backs. 
The Roosevelts reached Omdurman 


at 7:30 o'clock and found awaiting 
them on the pier a group of British 
officials and escort of Sudanese sol- 
diers and a large number of Arabs. 
The latter In their robes of many col- 
ors made an Interesting picture. Col. 
Roosevelt shook hands all around. 


A camel corps was In waiting, but 


Col. Roosevelt and 
Mrs. Roosevelt, 


who had had their experiences with 
the "ships of the desert" the day be- 
fore elected to travel today in a dog- 
cart. Others of their immediate party 
mounted horses or donkeys.

\pollce officers headed the cavalcade. 
(Four Identical camel riders formed lh« 
[ rear guard. 
As the regal appearing 


procession moved majestically. Slatin 
Pasha pointed out the points of Inter- 
est and related the scraps of history 
with which each spot was associated.

The baron related 
many Interesting incidents of his ex- 
periences and pointed out n well which 
he had dug. He dropped a stone Into 
the pit to show its great depth and 
Colonel Roosevelt made a similar test.

The moseiue 
is now used as a. mess room by army 
officers. 
Colonel Roosevelt

Final Arguments in Suit to 


Dissolve Standard Oil in 


Supreme Court. 


JUSTICES QUIZ 


LAWYER WATSON 


Attorney General Wicker- 


sham Lambaste the 


Monopoly. 


Washington. March 16.—The closing 


arguments in the contest over the dis- 
solution of the Standard Oil company 
are being made today in the supreme 
court of the United States. 


By 4:30 o'clock the last word will 


ha.ve been said by contending counsel, 
according to arrangements made Mon- 
day and the entire case will be before 
the high tribunal 
for 
final decision. 


How long the court will take to con- 
sider the question no one professes to 
know, but many arc guessing that the 
result will not be announced earlier 
than the first of May. 


Mr. Watson, for the company, who 


continued his argument today, had as 
a task to convince the court, if possi- 
ble, that the only act of alleged con- 
spiracy or monopoly before the trib- 
unal was the combining of corpora- 
tions in ISO!*. This was the only act 
the circuit court of tho United States 
for the eastern 
district 
of Missouri 


had decreed against and as the gov- 
ernment had not appealed, he argued, 
the supreme court could consider none 
of the other alleged monopolistic ac- 
tivities 
talked 
about 
by 
opposing 


counsel. 


Judge Quizes Watson. 


Scarcely had Mr. Watson taken up 


the thread of his argument of yester- 
day to the effect that the only ques- 
tion before the court was the combin- 
ing of ISftS. when Justice McKenna 
Interrupted: 


"Do you say there Is before this 


court only the question of combining? 
asked the .lustice. 


"Xothlng before or nothing follow- 


ing." replied the counsel. 
"The lower 


court put the ca"se purely and slmpb 
on that fact." 


"Why did they decree, the distribu- 


tion ot this stock?" Insisted Justice 
McKenna. 


"Ah! Tha-t's what 1 want to know." 


said Mr. Watson. "They Bald they dl 
so because you ordered them to do so 
in the Northern Securities case." 


Mr. Watson then went on to argu 


that the Northern. Securities case dl 
no such thing. He commanded the at- 
tention of the largest audience thn 
has crowded into Ihe court, room h 
years.
